Hundreds 
join rally 
on college 
sackings 

HUNDREDS of people from 
across the country joined in 
a rally in support of a maths 
lecturer and three others 
sacked from Halesowen Col¬ 
lege. 

David Muritu wants to 
return to work and is consid¬ 
ering an employment tri¬ 
bunal after dismissal in 
December. 

The college defended the 
sacking, saying it was due to 
a “consistent failure to carry 
out the fundamental part of 
the job as a lecturer”. 

At the weekend, about 250 
people protested and 
marched through the town 
as the college had an open 
day. 

Many protesters were 
teaching union members 
who came from as far as 
Bristol, Chesterfield and 
London. 

They walked for 40 min¬ 
utes through the town wav¬ 
ing banners and chanting 
support for Mr Muritu, as 
well as three other dismissed 
teachers. 

In the evening, they met 
at Halesowen library to dis¬ 
cuss next steps. 

Mr Muritu said: “This is a 
moment which has struck a 
chord with many public sec¬ 
tor workers across the coun¬ 
try. 

The college says Mr 
Muritu did not perform to 
standards expected but the 
lecturer says he was rated 
“good” in the last three 
observations on his teach¬ 
ing. A petition calling for Mr 
Muritu to be reinstated was 
signed by 1,100 people.

BOSS 'IS HELPLESS' 

AGAINST RAIDERS

A SHOP owner in Dudley says he feels helpless to stop 
thieves after his store was targeted by raiders for the third 
time in six months. 


Raiders are thought to have used a pick-up truck to smash into Costcutters in 
Clarence Street, Upper Gornal early on Sunday morning. Although they demolished 
the wall and got to a cashpoint inside the Clarence Street store, the raiders were 

unable to break the ATM lock. 

As a result the would-be thieves fled 
empty-handed. 

Earlier this week, contractors were at 
the store, which is connected to a BP 
petrol station, securing the wall and 
removing loose brickwork. 

It remains open despite the work. Shop 
owner Selliah Bala says the raid is the 
third on his shop since he took over a 
year ago. 

He says it was targeted twice last 
August. The first time the thieves broke 
in through a fire exit, a week later two 
men threatened a shop assistant with a 
hammer at closing time. 

Around £8,000 of cigarettes were 
stolen during the two raids. 

Potential 

Mr Bala said: “It is so bad round here, 
we could never think to open 24 hours 
because of the potential for thefts. I don’t 
know what to do, we have alarms and 
CCTV, but that doesn’t stop the thieves. 
I feel helpless.” 

Despite the third raid in a year, Mr 
Bala, however, said he would not be giv¬ 
ing up running the shop. 

The cashpoint targeted by thieves on 
Sunday is owned by Cardpoint Services 
Ltd. 

Upper Gornal and Woodsetton Coun¬ 
cillor Keiran Casey said: “It is a shock 
that the garage has been targeted again, 
but I would never call it a particularly 
bad area for crime.” 

Lee Page, of West Midlands Police, 
confirmed officers were investigating. 

He said: “The offenders got away in 
two vehicles after having smashed into 
the side wall of the building. Forensic 
investigators attended the scene yester¬ 
day.” No arrests have yet been made. 

Police are appealing for witnesses or 
for anyone who may have information 
about any of the raids to contact them. 


£15,000 ZOO 

walkway has 
green light 

DUDLEY Zoo has been granted planning 
permission for a new £15,000 walkway 
aimed at making it easier for visitors to get 
around the site. 

Bosses said the proposals had been drawn 
up to help people with mobility problems 
and parents with pushchairs to navigate the 
hillside attraction. Dudley Council has now 
backed the plans for the walkway, which 
will link Penguin Bay to the Reptile House, 
allowing visitors to bypass a set of steep 
steps beside the 11th century castle. 

It is one of several planned improvements 
this year which include a £15,000 revamp of 
the Reptile House and a walkway over the 
tapir pool. 

Council planning officer Caroline Reeve 
said: “The proposed development would be 
small scale in nature but forms part of a 
number of development projects within the 
Zoological Gardens.” 

Chief executive Peter Suddock said the 
attraction had received feedback the steps, 
which were constructed in 1937 when the 
zoo opened, were difficult to negotiate with 
buggies. 

He added the walkway would offer “a 
direct and level solution to get visitors 
across the site.” 

A main pedestrian route at the zoo passes 
between bear and reptile enclosures and 
connects these areas to the penguin enclo¬ 
sure. 

The route is steep in places and has two 
flights of stairs set into the hill.

Men used 
unit as a 
factory 
for vodka 

A DUDLEY man has been 
given a suspended jail sen¬ 
tence for his role at an “alco¬ 
hol factory” making 
potentially lethal vodka. 

A unit was hired using a 
sham contract storage firm 
called CPST, a judge heard. 

But it produced bogus Arc¬ 
tic Ice vodka using poten¬ 
tially harmful 96 per cent 
pure industrial alcohol nor¬ 
mally found in anti-freeze as 
its base ingredient, Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court was told. 

Mr Hal Watson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said there was a risk to 
those involved and people 
going near the plant as well 
as a potential health risk to 
anyone drinking the vodka. 

There were 2,572 filled 
bottles of Arctic Ice, 8,400 
empty and 67,500 bottle 
caps. At least £75,000 duty 
was due if it was fit to drink. 

Michael Woodlock, aged 
52, a builder of Greswold 
Street, West Bromwich, fit¬ 
ted out the unit and built the 
still. He was jailed for 12 
months. 

Odd job man Alex Rolla- 
son, 19, of Halesowen Road, 
Old Hill, who worked for 
eight days, was seized along 
with driver Gavin Berrow, 
42, of Amblecote Road, 
Brierley Hill, who was paid 
£200-a-load for deliveries. 

They got four-month jail 
sentences suspended for 12 
months with 200 hours 
unpaid work. All admitted 
conspiracy to evade duty.

DUDLEY plummeted in the 
national rankings for its 
GCSE and A-level results, 
losing its old position as the 
best in the Black Country. 

The borough fell 43 places 
to 110th in a table of local 
authorities, based on the per¬ 
centage of pupils achieving at 
least five A*-C grades at 
GCSE including English and 
maths, 56.1 per cent, down 
from 58.5 per cent. 

The average A-level point 
score also dropped from 741.7 
to 683.5 in 2012, sinking the 
borough from 49 to 102.

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Shoplifter gets two year store ban

A PROLIFIC shoplifter has 
been banned from entering any 
Spar, Boots or Co-op store in 
Dudley for two years. 

Leaflets featuring Richard 
Lawley’s image are to be dis¬ 
tributed and anyone who sees 
him acting suspiciously is 
asked to call police. 

Dudley magistrates were 
told Lawley, aged 33, was 
arrested outside Boots at the 


Merry Hill centre on January 3 
as he tried to walk out with 
aftershave worth £86.50. 

Lawley, of no fixed address, 
was charged with two thefts at 
Spar, High Street, Lye. 

On September 30 he stole 
£42.68 worth of cheese and 
bacon and on October 5 he took 
chicken and sausages worth 
£15. 

On December 12, he also 


took power tools worth £19.99 
at Home Bargains, Brierley 
Hill. 

Magistrates sentenced him 
to 40 weeks jail and gave him a 
Criminal Anti-Social Behav¬ 
iour Order (Crasbo) banning 
him from any Spar, Boots and 
Co-operative store in Dudley 
borough.

Five flats 
at historic 
home are 
rejected 

PLANS to convert a former 
19th century glassmaker’s 
home in the heart of Dudley 
into flats were refused by 
heritage chiefs who feared 
too many historical features 
would be removed. 

An application for listing 
building consent for alter¬ 
ations is for the Wolver¬ 
hampton Street Grade II 
listed terraced house, previ¬ 
ously home to glass maker 
John Ranaud in 1871. 

Dudley Council planning 
officer Nicholas Howell said, 
in a report, that there was 
no objection to the property 
being used as housing but 
they could not support 
alterations proposed. 

The developer wanted to 
convert the first floor and 
offices on the second floor 
into five flats. The basement 
and outside would remain. 

Changes to the first and 
second floors to create the 
flats included making an 
opening in one of the walls 
and blocking off two “his¬ 
toric door openings.” Mr 
Howell said alterations did 
not preserve special archi¬ 
tectural or historic interest. 

Agent Timothy Arm¬ 
strong, for the applicant, 
said original features such 
as the “beautiful feature 
staircase” and the rooflights 
would be retained.

Accused of making other 
blunders, she admitted giv¬ 
ing intravenous blood when 
untrained, failing to check a 
blood sugar measurement, 
and not checking a patient’s 
blood pressure but denied 
the rest of the accusations.

FORMER industrial land in 
Dudley has come a step clo¬ 
ser to being turned into 
more than 30 homes after 
plans passed the final hur¬ 
dle. 

Outline approval for the 
old Redhill Works, Prospect 
Row, had been given but 
developer Reirse Ryan need¬ 
ed permission over appear¬ 
ance, layout, scale of the 
homes and landscaping. 

The scheme will have 29, 
two-bedroom houses and 
five three-bedroom houses 
on acul-de-sac layout. They 
would have gardens with 
small patios. 

There will be a 61-space 
car park for residents and 
visitors. Trees will be 
planted around the site. 

In a report, submitted 
with the planning applica¬ 
tion, the developer said: 
“The proposal will provide 
new residential accommoda¬ 
tion and remove a currently 
vacant and derelict site. 

“It will have benefits for 
the appearance of the area 
as well as providing much 
needed accommodation suit¬ 
able for those on lower 
incomes.” 

One letter of objection 
had been submitted from a 
nearby firm which was con¬ 
cerned the development 
could restrict its business.

Care homes scheme for site of derelict club 



A FORMER club site in Stourbridge will 
be used to build four care homes under 
plans submitted to Dudley Council. 

The derelict building in Amblecote High 
Street has lain empty for about a decade 
and people living nearby have long called 
for the site to be revamped. 

Proposals to demolish Ambelcote War 
Memorial Club and build four detached 
care homes for young adults have gone to 
planning bosses. 

Each building would offer four en suite 
bedrooms for young adults as well as com¬ 


munal lounges and a kitchen. New jobs 
created would range from care assistants 
to kitchen staff. 

Agent Tommy Wong said in a report: 
“This proposal represents an opportunity 
to provide a high quality and well design 
Care Homes which will help to meet the 
growing need for care bed spaces. 

“The site’s unique position, along a 
main transport route and within a resi¬ 
dential area, close to the centre of Stour¬ 
bridge make it an ideal location for such a 
facility. The proposed care homes will pro¬ 


vide a range of employment opportunities, 
from ancillary staff posts such as adminis¬ 
tration, maintenance, laundry, domestic 
and kitchen staff to care assistants,” he 
added.

waterworks in Dudley. 

“I took my tin hat off and 
threw it on top of an incen¬ 
diary bomb and was really 
proud of myself,” he said. 

“I thought I’d get some 
recognition for it - but all I 
got was a chit saying I owed 
for the cost of the tin hat. 

“I can’t remember how 
much it was but I thought it 
was disgusting. 

“So I decided I’d join the 
navy and see if I could get 
recognition another way.” 

Mr Tomlinson went on to 
survive the gruelling jour¬ 
ney to Russia aboard HMS

Dorchester. “We were cir¬ 
cling the convoy to protect it 
but we would look across 
and see another of our ships 
blown up - the German’s 
were devils at watching until 
we were out of the way,” he 
said. 

“We’d just see a big black 
blotch from the smoke and 
know that people were los¬ 
ing their lives and it was dis¬ 
aster. We fired on German 
ships and submarines and 
sank some of them. 

“It was terrifying and 
every time a wave came over 
the ship, we had to scrape 
the ice off the guns. 

“But if you put your 
hands on it, it would burn 
your fingers off.” 

Dudley widow Phyllis 
Coyle, aged 84, carried on a 
campaign launched by her 
late husband, Mick, for 
those who took part in the 
arctic convoys to get the 
recognition they deserved. 

Mr Coyle, who died aged 
85 two years ago, was a 
stoker with the Royal Navy 
from 1942 to 1947 and sailed 
with four convoys to Russia. 

And, following the success 
of the campaign, Mr Tomlin¬ 
son plans to apply for the 
Arctic Convoy Star. 

He said: “I’ve tried to blot 
the memory from my mind - 
but there are still times I 
wake up and it comes back 
vividly. It’s taken 70 years 
but I think it’s right we now 
get that recognition.”

Pupils praised in face 
of slide down the table 


EDUCATION bosses in Dudley were have 
praised pupils and teachers despite the bor¬ 
ough slipping down the school league 
tables. 

Dudley fell 43 places down the national rankings for GCSE 
results, from 67 to 110. Today’s figures showed that the overall 
percentage of pupils gaining at least five A*-C grades at GCSE 
including English and maths, was 56.1 per cent, down from 
58.5 per cent. The floor target for secondary schools includes 
gaining between five A*-C grades at GCSE. These should 
include core subjects of English and Maths. 

But education boss Councillor Tim Crumpton said the num¬ 
ber of pupils achieving five or more A* - C grades, which may 
include English or maths but not both, had improved. The fig¬ 
ure was 83.2 per cent of compared to 81 per cent in the previous 
year. 

He said: “I would like to congratulate all pupils and am 
extremely pleased to see their hard work and dedication paying 
off. “The teachers and parents should also take great pride in 
their support of the young people throughout.” 

Sank 

Meanwhile the average A-level point score per candidate also 
dropped from 741.7 to 683.5 in 2012, meaning the borough’s 
position sank from 49 to 102nd nationally. 

Despite the borough’s dip, it did have two schools in the top 
200 most-improved state secondary schools for proportion of 
pupils gaining five A*-C grades. They were the Earls High 
School, Halesowen, which was 62nd and Ellowes Hall Sports 
College, Gomal, 148th. 

Hagley Catholic High School, Hagley, was also named in the 
top 200 state schools for A-levels, as the average point score 
per candidate, including equivalent qualifications was 981.1, 
which also placed it fourth out of all schools in Worcestershire 
for A-level performance. Meanwhile in Sandwell pupils 
achieved the borough’s best-ever GCSE examination results 
which saw it rise 10 places in the national standings. The dra¬ 
matic rise saw it move up to 128th out of 151 local authorities. 



PUPILS and staff have 
been celebrating at 
Ellowes Hall Sports Col¬ 
lege in Dudley as it was 
named top in the bor¬ 
ough for its GCSE 
results. 

It was ranked at 
148th in the 200 most- 
improved state second¬ 
ary schools table.

A FORMER sports bar 
owner in Stourbridge has 
been fined for selling a fake 
England football shirt to a 
trading standards officer 
during a sting. 

Wayne Etheridge, aged 43, 
had been due to face two 
other charges of possessing 
112 counterfeit shirts in the 
lead-up to the 2010 World 
Cup but these were dropped. 

Dudley Magistrates Court 
heard Etheridge, who used 
to runThe Cross Inn Sports 
Bar, Glass House Hill, had 
sold the shirt to officer 
Laura Fisher. 

The shirt was among oth¬ 
ers later sent to Umbro’s 
head of brand protection 
who said, due to its lack of 
quality, it was fake. Ms 
Fisher said she had been at 
the pub at about lunchtime 
on September 12, 2010 and 
had seen a sign advertising 
the football shirts for £27.50 
each. A genuine shirt sold 
for about £44. 

Etheridge, who declined 
to comment outside court, 
was found guilty of two 
Trade Marks Act charges - 
selling the shirt with a fake 
Double Diamond Device logo 
and a fake Umbro logo. 

He was fined £200 and 
ordered to pay £85 costs and 
a £15 victim surcharge.

Tributes paid to champion of community 


A COMMUNITY champion who 
helped run a senior citizens club in 
Halesowen for 25 years has died 
aged 78. 

Tributes have been paid to Elsie 
Maybury by her family and mem¬ 
bers of the Senior Citizens Drop In 
Centre, Andrew Road. 

Mrs Maybury was central to the 
success of the centre during her 15 
years as co-ordinator. 

She was also a long-standing 
member of St John the Baptist 
Elsie Maybury - died at 78 Church and was active in numerous 



community activities. Friends from 
the centre nominated her for the 
Mayor of Dudley’s Civic Awards in 
2011. 

Belle Vale councillor Jill Nicholls 
said: “We want to keep the centre 
going in Elsie’s memory, as she has 
given so much of her life to looking 
after people here.” 

Mrs Maybury was raised in Quin¬ 
ton by parents Jessie and Tom 
Weston, who ran his own butchers 
shop in the high street. The family, 
including Mrs Maybury’s four 


brothers, moved to Peckingham 
Street, Halesowen, when Mr Weston 
worked at Hollies Butchers. 

After leaving school, she worked 
as a nurse for nine years at Hayley 
Green Hospital, Halesowen, and 
Dudley Guest Hospital. 

Mrs Maybury met her future hus¬ 
band Jeff through her brother Tom, 
known by everyone as Lewis, who 
were both in the Royal Navy. 

The couple were married at St 
John the Baptist Church in Novem¬ 
ber 1956 but were forced to spend 


the first nine months of married life 
apart after Mr Maybury was sta¬ 
tioned abroad as a seaman. 

They eventually set up home in 
Hagley Road, Halesowen, and had 
three children - Ian, Mary and 
Catherine. They also have five 
grandchildren and two great-grand¬ 
children. “She touched so many peo¬ 
ple’s lives,” said Mr Maybury, 79. 

Mrs Maybury died last month, 
and more than 170 people attended 
a service in her memory at St John 
the Baptist Church. 


Pilot's order to jump that 
probably kept Richard alive 


THEY are legendary war stories 
that have been retold many times 
in books, documentaries and 
blockbuster films. 

But for former RAF navigator Richard 
Corser they were a defining part of his life. 

Mr Corser died last week at the age of 90. 
Today, his proud family reveal the remark¬ 
able story of his time in action and as a Sec¬ 
ond World War prisoner of war. 

It is a story that includes some of the most 
iconic moments and faces of the conflict - 
the Great Escape, the Wooden Horse and 
pilot Douglas Bader. 

It begins with his role as a navigator in an 
RAF Wellington, based at RAF Honington 
in Suffolk. 

He joined the RAF in 1940 after first 
being in the Home Guard, serving in No 9 
Bomber Squadron. 

A year later, at the tender age of 19, his 
aircraft was hit over Germany and he was 
ordered to jump from his Wellington. 

Ironically, after he and a radio operator 
bailed out, the pilot decided to attempt to fly 
on and the aircraft managed to limp back to 
base. 

Daring 

Given the low survival rate among RAF 
bomber crew, the order to jump probably 
saved Mr Corser’s life. 

Instead of continuing his job as a naviga¬ 
tor, he started a four-year stint in some of 
the Nazi’s most notorious prisoner of war 
camps. 

Most of his time as a PoW was spent at 
Stalag Luft Three at Sagan, in what is now 
part of Poland. It was home to some of the 
war’s most daring escape attempts and Mr 
Corser played his part in helping the effort. 

His knowledge of German was utilised to 
translate broadcasts on radios kept hidden 
from the guards. 

A warrant officer, he helped with the 
famous Wooden Horse escape from the 
camp in 1943. He was one of the POW’s who 
helped dispose of sand from the tunnel, dug 
beneath a vaulting horse, in the compound 
through small pouches made of old socks in 
their trousers. 

One of the prisoners he knew was Carry 
On actor Peter Butterworth. After the war, 
Butterworth, who was one of the prisoners 
vaulting the horse during the escape, was 
ironically turned down for a role in the film 
The Wooden Horse. Eric Williams, who was 
one of the three escapees who successfully 



made it back to Britain, also signed a first 
edition copy of his book about the escape for 
his old friend. 

Mr Corser also knew many of those who 
escaped from Stalag Luft Three in the Great 
Escape of 1944, which was made into a Hol¬ 
lywood movie in 1963 starring Steve 
McQueen, James Garner, and Richard 
Attenborough. 

The tunnel was dug in the officer’s com¬ 
pound and 76 men got away before it was 
discovered by the German guards. 

Fifty of the 73 escapees that were recap¬ 
tured were executed by the Nazis. 

It was during this time that Mr Corser 
met the famous legless fighter ace Douglas 
Bader, sharing the same hut with him for a 


time. In 1945 he was among the thousands 
of POWs who were forced by the Germans 
to march hundreds of miles across Europe 
ahead of the advancing Soviet Red Army to 
camps in Germany. 

His son John, of Upper Gornal, explained: 
“It was obviously an ordeal for those who 
took part. 

“My dad spoke of his horrific memories of 
the conditions that they faced. It was cold 
and they had very limited rations. 

“He was very proud of his time in the 
RAF and of what the bombers did to win the 
war. He was delighted that a memorial to 
Bomber Command was finally opened in 
London last year. 

“He enjoyed watching the films about 


Stalag Luft Three and read extensively 
about the Second World War.” 

After being liberated by Allied troops, 
there was another twist to Mr Corser’s early 
life on his return to Britain. His best friend 
in No 9 Bomber Squadron was a man called 
Eric Blackburn, from Irlam in Lancashire, 
who died during the war when his own 
bomber crashed in Lincolnshire. 

Before his capture, Mr Corser had met Mr 
Blackburn’s sister Marian, and on his 
return they married and produced six chil¬ 
dren. 

John, aged 53, said: “The whole family is 
very proud of what he and my uncle did dur¬ 
ing the war. He used to tell us the stories of 
his time in the war. 

After training as a teacher, Mr Corser and 
his wife moved from Irlam to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton in the late 1950s and then to Sedgley in 
1963 

He was principal of the Sedgley Evening 
Institute for nearly 20 years in the 1970s 
and 1980s and was also a fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society and a member of the 
Caterpillar Club for people whose lives were 
saved by parachute. 

“My father had a great love of maps and 
all aspects of geography,” said John. “Sport 
was also among his loves and he was a keen 
tennis player and played amateur rugby 
league in his younger days.” 

Helped 

Mr Corser specialised in remedial educa¬ 
tion and taught at a number of schools 
across the Black Country up until his retire¬ 
ment. 

He loved to travel and made several visits 
to Germany in his later years and also vis¬ 
ited his sister Heather in the United States 
where she had moved as a GI bride after the 
Second World War. 

He also helped with the Arcalian Players 
Dramatic Society based at High Areal 
School in Sedgley and made his debut on 
stage with them in his sixties. 

In his seventies he helped start up a 
neighbourhood watch group in Richmond 
Road in Sedgley, where he lived for more 
than 40 years. Marian died in 1998 and he 
later moved to Tettenhall. 

He died in New Cross Hospital in Wolver¬ 
hampton in January after being admitted 
just before Christmas. He leaves his second 
wife Betty, six children, 12 grandchildren 
and 14 great-grandchildren. 

His funeral was held at Gornal Wood Cre¬ 
matorium on Tuesday.

Private services bring 
in £70,000 for hospital

A SHOPWORKER’S finger was 
injured when a man tried to snatch a 
gold chain worth £2,700 from a 
Dudley jeweller’s. 

Police think the attempted 
robbery could be linked with a raid in 
which a £5,000 Rolex was stolen in 
Staffordshire on the same day 

The raids happened on October 17 
but police have only now released the 
CCTV footage which show the 
would-be robber’s face, appealing for 
information to track down the 
culprit. 

The suspect went into G&K Jew¬ 
ellers in Plaza Mall, High Street, 
Dudley, at around 10.10am on the 
day and asked to see the gold chain. 

Shop assistant Gemma Jones, 
aged 24, was showing it to him, when 
he suddenly grabbed it and tried to 
run off. 

Gemma was able to keep hold of it 
and he left empty-handed - but she 
suffered an injury to her finger. 

At around 4pm the same day, the 
Rolex was stolen from City Jewellers 
in Market Street, Lichfield.

DUDLEY’S main hospital has 
raised more than £70,000 income 
by offering patients private treat¬ 
ment, including procedures no 
longer available on the NHS, new 
figures show. 

Twenty-four people have chosen to pay 
for outpatient appointments or minor 
operations at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
since the scheme was launched last 
January. 

Figures released by the hospital trust’s 
information governance manager 
showed the income raised up until last 
month was £70,031. 

Under the Care Plus programme, 
bosses provide services including cardiol¬ 
ogy, orthopaedics, plastic surgery and 
sports therapy to private patients. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of the 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
has pledged to put any profit back into 
NHS health care to develop services. 

People interested in having a proce¬ 
dure done as a private patient need to get 
their GP to refer them to the hospital and 
free parking is available. 

The hospital has also begun offering 
patients having NHS treatment the 
chance to book a private room. 

They cost £80 per night and each one 
has its own shower room and television 
while some also have an iPod docking 
station and a DVD player. 

A new agreement 

A NEW partnership agreement has been 
signed between church leaders in the Mid¬ 
lands and Peru. 

Bishop John Inge, from the Diocese of 
Worcester, and Bishop William Godfrey of 
Peru renewed the special friendship, 21 
years after it was founded. A group from 
Worcester visited Peru in 2012 to discuss 
the relationship between the dioceses.

Football dub bosses are 
defiant in face of arson 



A portable building used by Mostyn Rangers Football Club was destroyed in a suspected arson attack 


BOSSES of a Kidderminster 
football club have vowed not 
to be beaten by arsonists who 
destroyed their changing 
rooms. 

Two portable toilets and changing 
rooms belonging to Mostyn Rangers 
FC were burned down in the attack at 
the playing fields off Zortech Avenue. 

Club secretary Steve Fox said the 
club had been left upset by the attack 
to the building which will cost at least 
£1,000 to replace, while the equipment 
it contained - which included goal¬ 
posts, nets, corner flags and kits - was 
worth up to another £300. 

But he said management would hold 


an emergency meeting on January 29 
to discuss replacing the facilities, 
which were used by both mens and 
children’s teams. 

He said: “We need to get it up and 
running as soon as possible. The facili¬ 
ties are not covered by insurance, so 
this will be a significant hit for the club 
in these hard times.” 

Upset 

“We are very upset. The managers 
have put in a lot of hard work at the 
club and it’s all voluntary. 

“We have been here since 1974 using 
these facilities.” 

Mr Fox added that matches and 
training sessions would continue as 
normal at the grounds, which are 


owned by Stourbridge College, once 
the harsh weather had subsided. 

The fire was discovered shortly 
before 10.50am on January 16. 

The blaze, which melted the toilets 
and seriously damaged the building. 

Pc Dan Southan said: “We are inves¬ 
tigating this as arson and want to hear 
about any sightings of people near 
those facilities on the field there from 
around 11am on January 16. 

“The grounds can be seen from 
Burlish Top and any golfers on the 
adjoining course may also have noticed 
if anyone was there at the time.”

YOUNG tots baked cakes and sang Happy Birthday to cel¬ 
ebrate the 15th anniversary of a nursery in Kingswinford. 

Play Box Nursery marked the occasion with a week of 
activities, including trampolining, painting and an outing 
to Himley Park. 

It ended with a party at the nursery, on 3rd Avenue, The 
Pensnett Estate, where the youngsters baked a muffin cake 
and sang songs. Nursery owner Debbie Mason said: “It was 
such good fun. The kids all made their own party hats and 
sang Happy Birthday to the nursery. When we first opened 
it was just going to be a small family business, but now 
some of the children who first started coming here are at 
secondary school. It feels very special. 

In September the business opened a pre-school in Wall 
Heath Community Centre, in Enville Road, which takes up 
to 26 children aged between three and four years old. 

Ms Mason said she was now looking for new premises in 
which to open another nursery by the end of the year. 

She said: “We have looked into a few different places but 
none have worked out so far.” 

Britannia name to 
go from high street 

THE Britannia building society name is set to disappear 
from the West Midlands. 

It means branches in Dudley will be rebranded as the Co¬ 
operative Bank. And 37 branches across the country, includ¬ 
ing Wolverhampton, will close. The move follows the 
society’s merger with the Co-operative Bank back in 2009. 

More than three dozen branches of the Britannia build¬ 
ing society will close as the historic Staffordshire firm fades 
out after more than 150 years. 

Remaining former Britannia branches will be rebranded 
as Co-op banks. The move will affect branches in Hale¬ 
sowen, Blackheath, Kidderminster and West Bromwich. 

The Co-op Bank says 34 jobs will be lost - mostly mana¬ 
gerial - but most of the 188 staff at the 37 doomed offices 
will be moved to neighbouring branches. 

It is still unclear how the move will affect Stoke City, 
which has been sponsored by Britannia since the naming 
of the new football stadium in 1997. 

The current sponsorship deal runs until the end of the 
football season in 2014. Founded in 1856 as the Leek and 
Moorlands, it adopted the Britannia name following its 
merger with the Oldbury Britannia in 1975. 

Branches are being shut where there is another close by 
as part of an overhaul following its merger with Britannia 
building society in 2009. 


A DUDLEY MP has spoken out against the increase in pay day loan 
companies offering quick cash to customers, which are becoming 
an increasingly common sight on high streets in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire. 

Ian Austin, who represents the north of the borough, says he is concerned about the 
growing number of firms offering small-term loans saying it could lure borrowers into bal¬ 
looning debts. ■ by Sharon Marris 

He said the number seeking pay day loans _ 

nationwide had increased by 300 per cent in 
the past two years. The MP said in Dudley 
High Street, the number of shops offering 
quick cash has risen to six in recent months. 

They include The Money Shop, Speedy Cash 
and the Cheque Centre. 

In Wolverhampton there are four within 
the ring road while Sandwell has five and 
Walsall two. There are two in Cannock, two 
in Kidderminster and three in Stafford’s 
main precinct. 

Pay day loans are described as small 
short-term loans which often have very high 
rates of interest. People often turn to them 
to tide them over until their next pay day. 

Mr Austin believes the Government 
should cap the cost of credit and he would 


promote the work of those offering more 
affordable loans, like credit unions. 

He added: “I am going to talk to the coun¬ 
cil to see what more can be done to promote 
the work of lenders like credit union Castle 
and Crystal in Dudley.” 

Mr Austin said that, unlike pay day loan 
companies, the credit union offered afford¬ 
able loans with modest rates of interest. 

Spokesman for the pay day loan company 
Cheque Centre, which has branches in the 
region including Dudley, Jason Wassell, 
said: “Our average loan is about £200 until 
pay day, and most customers have no trou¬ 
ble paying when their loan is due. We are 
always happy to discuss our business with 
community leaders.” 


3,000 have 
their say on 
council tax 

AROUND 3,000 residents 
responded to a council tax 
consultation in Dudley - 
despite a row breaking out 
between the borough’s lead¬ 
ing parties about the survey. 

Councillors are asking 
whether residents are pre¬ 
pared to accept an increase 
in council tax to try to offset 
multi-million pound cuts. 

Residents can have their 
say on options including 
accepting an average council 
tax rise ranging from 43p to 
£1 a week. 

Opposition councillors 
have called the consultation 
a “complete sham” after 
claiming major decisions on 
next year’s budget will be 
made at a cabinet meeting 
on February 12. 

The consultation closes at 
the end of the month. 

But finance chief Council¬ 
lor Pete Lowe dismissed the 
accusations. He said the 
authority was holding the 
largest consultation Dudley 
had seen into the issue, 
adding: “Even after the 
meeting, there is time for 
people to have a say.”

£l.6m development to 
help homeless under way 


WORK has begun on a £1.6m 
housing development providing 
accommodation for young people 
at risk of being made homeless.

WORRYING figures 
published last week 
show the economy 
shrank again at the 
end of last year. 

A few more months of 
that and we’ll be back in 
recession. 

With unemployment in 
the Black Country nearly 
twice the national average 
and nine people chasing 
every job in Dudley, people 
around here are bearing 
the brunt. 

Half of the country saw 
yet another rise in unem¬ 
ployment, the long-term 
dole figures are up again, 
as is youth unemployment. 

Back in 2010 the 
economy was recovering, 
but the Tories brought the 
economy to a standstill. 

After two and a half 
years with no growth at all 
and a double-dip recession, 
even the International 
Monetary Fund is losing 
patience with Cameron 
and Osborne. 

Last week David 
Cameron dishonestly 
claimed the Government 
was ‘paying down Britain’s 
debts’. 

But I think people will be 
shocked to discover the 
truth which is that 
national debt is actually 
rising.

Seriously 

Talking to constituents I 
sense that something has 
changed, families and indi¬ 
viduals are seriously 
worried now. 

There is a real sense that 
everything is going up. It’s 
not just petrol or gas and 
electricity, it’s also food 
and car insurance. 

My guess is we all tried 
to spend a little less at 
Christmas and holiday 
plans will be made care¬ 
fully, if they can be 
afforded at all. 

Many people have had to 
stop saving and too many 
families are just managing 


to make ends meet. 

In 2011 and 2012 I asked 
people in my constituency 
how they were dealing 
with the rising cost of 
living. 

I am doing it again but 
on a much bigger scale, 
involving many more 
people. 

Ahead of the Budget I 
want to send the Chancel¬ 
lor a comprehensive report 
“Rising Cost of Living in 
Dudley” based on people’s 
answers. I will use it to put 
pressure on him to look 
again at what he is doing. 

The longer the Govern¬ 
ment clings on to its failing 
plan, the more long-term 
damage they will do to our 
economy.

Auschwitz with the Holo¬ 
caust Educational Trust. 

It was a very moving 
service and we were privi¬ 
leged to hear the haunting 
account of Holocaust sur¬ 
vivor, Eva Clarke. 

Liberation 

She spoke powerfully 
about her families’ experi¬ 
ences in the Nazi concen¬ 
tration camps and of her 
own incredible story - born 
three days before the liber¬ 
ation of Mauthausen and 
surviving only because the 
German guards had 
burned the camp’s gas 
chambers in a bid to 
conceal the evidence of 
murder on an industrial 
scale. 

Every time we listen to a 
survivor we learn some¬ 
thing different but what 
they all share is a hum¬ 
bling sense of duty and 
commitment, which drives 
them and other survivors 
to use their experience of 
these terrible events and 
explain such unimaginable 
horror to create a better 
future for all of us.

Tea break came with news of steel 
works closure and 1,200 lost jobs 


IT was a tea break Michael Lyon will never 
forget. The crane operator at Round Oak 
Steel Works was in the rest room with 
around 25 workmates when reports came 
through on the radio that their plant would 
be closing, with the loss of 1,200 jobs. 

“It was the first we had heard about it,” he says. 
“Apparently the union had known about it for some 
time. We were just totally shocked, there were quite a 
few swearwords and words about the union man. It 
wasn’t very pleasant.” 

It is 30 years since Round Oak, the last major steel 
plant in the West Midlands, shut its doors for the last 
time. 

Just a few years earlier, half of the Black Country had 
reverberated to the dull thud of the steel-making indus¬ 
try, the smoking chimneys of Round Oak, Brierley Hill, 
Patent Shaft Wednesbury, and Stewarts and Lloyds, 
Bilston, forming the backdrop to the Black Country 
skyline. 

By Christmas 1982 they had all been consigned to 
history. Bilston had been the first to close in 1979, and 
Patent Shaft followed suit the following year. 

But all the hopes that this rationalisation would 
secure the future of Round Oak, which had been prepar¬ 
ing to celebrate its 125th anniversary, melted away like 
a lump of pig iron entering a furnace. 

Michael, now 71, had been with the company for 14 
years when the plant closed. His son Ian, who worked as 
an apprentice bricklayer at the works, also lost his job. 
“It was a fantastic place to work, I enjoyed going to work

every day, I don’t think there are a lot of people who can 
say that,” he says. 

“Everybody helped each other out, if anything went 
wrong, we all pulled together, you would never get 
anybody say ‘that’s not my job’. 

“The bosses there would bend for you as well, they 
would try to help you, and then when they wanted a 
favour, you would give them the favour back.” 

Round Oak was founded in 1857 by the Earl of Dudley, 
as an outlet for the pig iron from the blast furnaces 
which proliferated the area. At the height of the indus¬ 
trial revolution, most of the world’s iron was made 
within 20 miles of the plant. 

The earl already owned coal and iron mines, limestone 
quarries, sand-pits and blast furnaces, and his agent 
Richard Smith saw a large, modern ironworks as the 
perfect way to use these resources. 

Replace 

He bought 28 acres of land, a private railway, mines 
and minerals under the land from the Earl of Aberdeen, 
and the plant quickly built up a reputation, winning a 
medal at the 1862 International Exhibition for “fine col¬ 
lection of iron of good quality”. 

As steel began to replace iron in the 1880s, the plant 
was rebuilt on a much larger scale, and the five chimneys 
which towered above Brierley Hill become known as 
‘The Cunader’, because of their resemblance to a giant 
cruise ship. 

Michael, who lives in Kinver, says jobs at Round Oak 


were much sought after in the steel trade when he joined 
as a 27-year-old in 1968. “At the time, I was working for 
Titan Steel Wheel at Cookley, near Kidderminster,” he 
says. “In those days it was very hard to get ajob at Round 
Oak. You usually had to know somebody who already 
worked there, but funnily enough, I just applied for ajob 
and got accepted.” 

At its peak, 3,000 people were employed at the 50-acre 
site, but the 1970s saw a big fall in demand and 1,750 
jobs were cut in the three yeas prior to closure. 

Just two months before closure, personnel director 
Ian Copland had assured the remaining workers that 
their jobs were safe. Pledges were made to save the 
works and the Government agreed to look at a rescue 
package put forward by Dudley West Tory MP John 
Blackburn. But it was all to no avail. 

Michael Lyon remembers a sombre mood in the plant 
on the last day. “At noon they told us we could go if we 
wanted, and most just ran out as soon as it was time,” he 
says. 

After leaving Round Oak, Michael set up taxi and 
window cleaning businesses. 

Buildings like the main office block in Dudley Road 
survive to this day, but most of the works was demol¬ 
ished in 1984. The site is now home to the Waterfont 
offices, with Merry Hill shopping centre nearby. 

Michael says: “I can still recognise where I worked, in 
the No. 3 bay, right opposite the Blue Brick pub,” he 
says. Occasionally he goes back to the site do a spot of 
shopping, but not very often. 

But he adds: “They’ve had my job off me - they’re not 
having my money, too.”

Food scheme stops 


A SUCCESSFUL pilot project that 
managed to collect more than 300 tonnes 
of food for underprivileged families will 
not run again. 

With 22 per cent of the borough’s fam¬ 
ilies living below the poverty line the con¬ 
tributions of voluntary organisations last 
year made a difference to14,830 children 
and young people. 

The Big Meal Deal scheme run by 
Dudley Council for Voluntary Service 
(CVS) with help from West Midlands 
Police, schools, libraries and businesses 
such as Barclays Bank and The Co-op 
included several projects that managed 
to feed thousands. 

Events took place at fifty-five desig¬ 
nated drop-off points across the borough, 
managing to collect £1,818.51 and 1,537 
items of food from people, groups and 


businesses which were then redistrib¬ 
uted among 12 organisation and 19 
schools. 

Nicki Burrows, Children, Young People 
& Families Development Officer at 
Dudley CVS, said: “It was a really ambi¬ 
tious project from the start but it’s been 
a great year. 

“The project raised awareness and fed 
hundreds of children as well as getting 
young people involved with helping their 
peers.” 

Despite its success it was agreed that 
the pilot project would not be repeated 
for a second year, but Mrs Burrows 
added: “As a result of the Big Meal Deal a 
lot more people are doing more to give 
food and donations and we have had 
requests from other authorities inter¬ 
ested in what we have done.”

Hundreds check out the 
plans for supermarket 


HUNDREDS of people poured 
into an event to unveil plans 
for a new budget supermar¬ 
ket. 

A few had reservations about the 
extra traffic that the proposed Lidl 
store would create in Kingswinford. 

But the vast majority signed a peti¬ 
tion in favour. 

Lidl is applying to Dudley Council for 
planning permission for the store on 
the Duckworth Trading Estate in 
Stallings Lane, which would create 
around 40 jobs. 

Within two hours of an open day 
more than 200 people had attended. 

The event was held at Dudley 
Kingswinford Rugby Club in Swindon 
Road, Wall Heath. 

“It’s been so busy and the free 
samples of food and drink have been so 
popular that already we’ve had to send 
to our Amblecote store for more fresh 
bakery products because they were 
running out,” said Lidl acquisitions 
manager Donna Commock. 

By 1pm - two hours after the start - 
around 55 people had signed a petition 
giving people the option to be for or 
against the plans, with only four 
objecting.

Those against said it was too near 
their homes, there were too many 
supermarkets in the area and it would 
increase traffic problems. 

But others registered to be notified 
when Lidl jobs became available. 

Kathryn Clarke and June Thomp¬ 
son, both of Sandyfields Road, Sedgley, 
said they used the Morrisons in 
Kingswinford at the moment but 
would welcome the variety of also 
having a Lidl in the area. Brian 
Colwell, of Dubarry Avenue, Kingswin¬ 
ford, said: “I was concerned about the

M artin Clunes couldn’t be less 
like Gary, his Men Behaving 
Badly character, if he tried. 
While Gary would like nothing 
more than to be drinking with his 
mate Tony, Martin would prefer to be 
on his Dorset farm, hanging out with 
his wife, producer Philippa 
Braithwaite, their daughter Emily and 
his ever-growing menagerie of 
animals. 

Martin is besotted by his furry, four¬ 
legged friends. In fact, when he isn’t 
making Doc Martin or some other 
I TV drama, he can be found 
surrounded by them, either at home 
or while making a documentary. 

Over the past few years he’s 
featured in various programmes 
about dogs and lemurs - just last 
week he narrated another about 
canines. 

Now he’s back with a rather more 
personal project. 

This second string to his media 
career has come as a surprise, but 
he loves every minute of it: “It was 
never part of the plan, but I’d really 
miss presenting and the 
opportunities it’s given me. It would 


in the saddle

be silly of me to say, ‘I won’t do that 
because this might spoil my chances 
of another acting job; because I 
might miss out on one of the biggest 
experiences of my life.” 

Two years ago, Martin adopted a 
couple of young Clydesdale draught 
horses - called Bruce and Ronnie - 
and they’re now at an age where 
they’re getting a little bored with just 
trotting around an empty field; their 
besotted ‘father’ describes them as 
“lovable but uncontrollable 
teenagers’.’ 

To give the duo some focus, 

Martin has brought in Robert 
Sampson, an equine expert who will 
turn ‘the boys’ into useful working 
horses - he’ll coach Martin how to 
drive them properly too. 

“If you’d said 10 years ago that I 
would be driving a seven and a half 
ton truck with my own two young 
Clydesdales and taking them to hoof 
camp, I’d have laughed in your face,” 
claims Martin. “But it is a reality and 
it’s very exciting.” 

Much of the programme is 
dedicated to following the progress 
of all three novices, but there’s also 


a chance to find out how working 
horses are employed across the 
globe, including by the Amish and - 
in stark contrast - Budweiser in 
America. However, it’s a trip to an 
Italian vineyard that proves most 
eye-opening. 

‘A day working in that Italian 
vineyard is enough for me to 
think that having working horses 
on my farm can only be a good 
thing,” laughs Martin, as he 
watches the animals driving carts 
while fertilising the land at the 
same time. 

Then it’s back to Blighty to see 
how Ronnie and Bruce are getting 
along - and the answer is very well. 
In fact, Martin’s gentle, quiet 
approach to life seems to suit 
working with the duo rather well. 

“I found this new speed quite 
shocking to begin with, very slow,” 
he admits. “But I have a six month 
ban on my driving licence, so this 
speed could be my future - staring 
at my horses’ bums as they plod me 
around the countryside.

ON THE ROAD TO A BETTER DEAL 




If you want to know how impor¬ 
tant the new Octavia is to Skoda’s 
continuing growth you needed to 
see the small army of people 
spending a month in the Por¬ 
tuguese sun. 

They were everywhere, helping guide 
1,000 motoring writers from around the 
world to the dining room at the hotel, the 
conference room, the breakfast room . . . the 
check-in desk at the airport and the orange 
juice and cakes at the coffee stop on the test 
route. 

Some of Skoda’s support drivers had spent 
three days ferrying a fleet of big Superb 
saloons several thousand kilometres from 
their native Czech Republic to the guaran¬ 
teed frost-free climes of southern Portugal, 
to chauffeur writers from airport to hotel for 
their one-night stays. 

Then you discover that 44 in every Skodas 
built are Octavias and more than 3.7 million 
have been sold since the first ones arrived in 






The new Skoda Octavia, which arrives in the UK on March 16 


1996. Skoda’s ambitious plans for the years 
ahead would derail if Octavia sales softened. 

So it’s no surprise that Octavia mark 
three, which reaches the UK on March 16, is 
no mould breaker. Its simply bigger, bolder 
and better than before; moving the game on 
without upsetting potential purchasers with 
anything too radical. 

It’s based on the same new, and wildly 
expensive to develop, underpinning seen in 
the latest VW Golf (and new Audis and Seats 
too) and comes with a series of petrol and 
diesel engines aimed at stretching visits to 
the pumps and cutting nasties from the 
exhaust, to the benefit of the environment 
and an owner’s wallet. 

The new Octavia is 90mm (3.5in) longer 
than before but, crucially the distance 
between front and rear wheels is stretched 
108mm (4.2in), with the extra space given to 
rear seat legroom and an ever bigger boot. 

The old Octavia is a hit in China, where 
they like room in the rear. They’re going to 
love the new one, as are UK taxi firms and 
families with teenage children and masses of 
luggage. 

Skoda long ago stopped fighting for the 


cheaper end of the car market, concentrat¬ 
ing instead on value (the M&S philosophy, 
you could say) and must have decided there’s 
a big enough jump in quality and design to 
stand a significant price rise. 

That means the new range starts at 
£15,990 for a 1.2-litre petrol model, a stiff 
£2,605 rise on before. The car on test, a 1.6 
diesel in mid-level SE trim and a likely big 
seller, has risen £1,740 to £19,240, with the 
new range-topping 2.0 diesel automatic up a 
more modest £785 to £23,240. 

Standard 

Skoda says the entry-level new car has 
£3,500 of extra equipment as standard, 
including alloy wheels, DAB radio, extra 
airbags, remote central locking, touchscreen 
for the sound system and an eco-boosting 
stop/start system. 

Octavia estates have always been popular 
and a version is mere months away. Later in 
the year we’ll see the go-faster vRS model 
make its appearance, promising to be the 
fastest Octavia yet. 

The most economical Octavia yet, also 
arrives in 2013, with a GreenLine model. J
